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HOUSE OF LORDS ¢ 
TO BE ELECTIVE 


Committee on Reform Presents Re- 
port Embodying Plan for Re- 
formed House. 


London, Dec. 4—The report of the 
select committee of the House of Lords 
appointed to saggest a plan for the 
reform oi the Upper House was issued 
on Thursday. The committee finds it 
undesirable that the possession of a 


peerage should, of itself, give the right | 


to sit and vote in the House of Lords, 
and it recommends that certain quali- 
fications should be the main test for 
admission to the reformed house. 

Tt then eects forth that all hereditary 
peers should be formed into an elector- 
al body for the purpose of electing 
two hundred of their number to sit 
and vote “as the lords of parliament,” 
not for life, but for a single parliv- 
ment, and that the spiritual lords of 
parliament, be reduced to ten, to be 
elected. by the bishops, two areli- 
bishops sitting during the tenure cf 
their sees, and the other eight for the 
duration of each parliament; further. 
that Canada, Australia, New Zealan i 
and South Africa have official repre- 
sentatives in the House of Lords; also 
that a number of hereditary peers, ¢s- 
timeted at one hundred and thirty, 
possessing certain qualifications, 
should sit without the necessity of 
election, these to include men who 
have held the post of cab‘net minist- 
ers, governor generals of Canada, and 
governcrs of larger,co’onies, and naval 
and military officers of high rank. and 
that twenty years’ service in the Hobse 
of Commons shall entitle one to a seut 
among the peers. 

The plan will give the rejormed 
House of Lords #>out three hundrod 
and fiftv members, namely, 200 peers 
of royal b’ood and prers to be elected, 
and about 130 qualified hereditary 


peers, ten spiritual lords and fiy> 
judges,

and partly on account of the belief 
of French merchants that they must 
give up hope that eny better condi- 
tions will ever be furnished them in 
American ports.

IN POSTAL REVENUE 


One Cent Dron Letter Rate in Edmon.- 
ton Proves a Success—This City is 
Second in Dominior, to Double 
Receipts Under Recently Intro- 
duced Rate. 


The inauguration of the one cent 
drop letter rate in Edmonton is prov- 
ing success, Edmonton bears the 
distinction of being the record 
in Canada to double its number of 
drop letters, upon the reduction of the 
rate, thereby keeping the revenue 98 
high as formerly. Quebec is the only 
other city where the revenue suffered 
in decrease, 

“The one cent rate for drop letters 
for distribution in the city is eertain- 
ly proving a great success,”’ said Post- 
master Alex ay to a Bulletin rep- 
resentative this morning. “Since the 
rate Was cut in two on August J5th, 
I find that we have sold three times 
as many one cent stamps as formerly, 
and that there has been no reduction 
in the sales of two cent stamps. As 4 
éonsequence the number of drop let- 
ters has, if anything, been more than 
doubled in Edmonton since the re- 
duction in the rate, and our revenuc 
remains as large as formerly.” t 

This large increase in the business 
at the post office is due partly to the 
reduction in the rate and partly to 
the natural increase of business in 
this rapidly growing city.

DOUBLE TRACKING OF G.T.P. 
When Traffic Demands It Prairie Sec- 
tion Right-of-Way is Ready. 


Montreal, Dec. 3.—George H. Pope, 
the right-of-way agent for the Grand 
Trunk Pacific, who has purchased the 
entire right-of-way for the road trom 
Winnipeg to Edmonton, has left for 
Winnipeg. He said before leaving 
that such was the right-of-way now 
owned by the G.T.P. that no difficul- 
ty would be experienced when the re- 
quirements of the traffic would eas 
for a double track on the prairie sys- 
tem, and Mr. Pope declared that such 
had been the phenomenal develep- 
ments of the traffic on that part of 
the system that the netessity of a 
double track was not far remote. 

Referring to the fertility of the dis- 
tricts through which the G.T.P. right- 
of-way had been bought, Mr. Pope 
said: “L-have traveled over the eight 
hundred miles between the Red river 
and the Saskatchewan, and you could 
hardly conceive of the richness of the 
soil without being on the spot to see 
what is already being produced on the 
land along the uew road.” 

Mr. Pope did not think that there 
had been any undue paralleling of the 
other roads, as at some places the 
G.T.P. is located thirty and forty 
miles from competing lines.

It is not tho 
right wav to go about it, If you give 
relief works and pay more than the ac- 
tual value of the labor in the market, 
you are interfering .with the natural 
processes of industry. Pay a man what 
he earns according to the standard of 
wages that prevails, Or if you pay him 
more than what he earns, let it be giv 
en to him as a charity, Otherwise you 
pay # man 25s a week for digging ont a 
pond, and another man who has been 
carping only 18s., and never did earn 
more, says: ‘I will be wnemplioyed—it’s 
not fair to me.

“But are you sure any great number 
of the unemployed would be ready to 
leave England?” 

“If I were simply to hold out any pos- 
sible scheme of emigration, of coloniza- 
tion, there would be thousands. My dif- 
ficulty is to find somewhere to take the 
people. Some three or four months ago 
I addressed a party of emigrants at Bus- 
ton station at midnight—the Earl of 
Winchester and others were there to see 
them off. A great portion of that con- 
dtdudient. say five hundred cf them, went 
to British Columbia, Five hundred more 
followed, the government of British Co- 
lumbia assisting in the cost. ‘There is a 


> 


‘man here now who has been to British 


Columbia to know how they got on, and 
this is the sort of thing that was said to 
him: ‘We have sixty ef your party in 
our valley, and they have proved a per- 
fect godsend to us. Do send us some 
more.’ These pecple were next door to 
starvation in England. They are now 
earning wood wages, and they have re 
paid the cost of their transmission to 
those parts. That is the British empire 
What is the good of having a big empire 
if we don’t use it for assisting poor, 
struggling working people?” 

A talk that was all too brief, for Gen- 
eral Booth is so very busy a man and 
his day is so very neatly parceled out, 
turned next to the immense flow of char- 
ity in England, and the question whe 
ther the money is spent as systematically 
as it might be to produce certain results 
in the relief of distress, 

“I believe,” said the general, “that if 
the people of the city of London could 
only be assured that their money would 
be expended in a fashion that would be 
economical and would not injure the 
character cf the people benefited, all the 
funds that would be requited would be 
brought forth tomorrow.

Mr. MeLean’s ideas along this line 
have been strongly endorsed hy the 
Wwage-earners’ candidates, who have 
made the adoption of his  propasals 
one of the planks of their platform. 
His ideas ‘are’ set out in the following 
letter, whieh has been the result. of 
nearly a year’s study and close in- 
vestigation: 

Mr. McLean's Letter. 

“For some time past, as superinten- 
dent of the waterworks system of this 
city, L have given much thought | to 
the matter of improving the water 
supply. Rome time ago one of -the 
aldermen of the. city declared that 
there was a peculiar situation in the 
fuct that the citizens of Edmonton 
had both to pay fora water service 
and yet buy water, With this state- 
ment IT most heartily coneur, and I 
believe that the time is ripe for the 
council to COnsidér some scheme of 
improving or even perfecting the sup- 
ply of water, 

“This is suggested for several rea- 
sons. The relation of public health 
to the water supply of a city has been 
enlarged upon by medical health and 
sanitation officers, and does not come 
within the scope of my argument as 
superintendent. It is also one phase 
of the subject with which you are 
well conversant. I would, however. 
like to ploint out some phases of the 
situation of Edmonton 80 far as the 
water supply is concerned, which ap- 
peal to me as one versed to a certain 
degree in this subject, and = which 
touch on the economy of supplying 
the product, 

Piant Must Be Moved. 

“First, | desire to say that the de- 
velopinent of both the cities of 
Strathcona und Edmonton, being to- 
wards the west, makes it imperative 
that immediate consideration be given 
to the pressing importance of moving

possibility of contamination at the 
present stage of the city’s growth — is 


very remote, and that removal might 
be postponed for some time, but the 
inauguration of a street railway with- 
in the next few months and the con- 
requent growth and expansion west- 
ward, seems to point to the necessity 
of going further up the river beyond 
the zone of ‘contamination within the 
near future. It is therefore for- 
tunate that the city is possessor of an 
excellent site for waterworks, situated 
within favorable yet safe distance from 
its population, 
The Necessity of Filtration. 

“Tn a previous communication to 
the council [ dealt with the necessity 
of filtration. The subject formed the 
basis of some discussion in the coun- 
cil, and a recommenduation passed 
that the cost of « filtration plant bi 
ascertained. This is a gradually in- 
creasing problem to the water user, 
and the consideration of the 
hotelkeepers’ petition regarding the 
Inatter must still be fresh in the minds 
of the coucil. The aim of the council 
should be direeted towards making 
the supply of water perfectly adapt- 
able for all uses, and to do this a 
filtration plant is necessary. A sand 
and gravél filter” would admirably 
serve the purpose, although curing 
the freshet periods of the year coagu- 
lation might require to be applied to 
obtain the best results, Filtration, 
also, will enormously increase the eon-
